the Detroit Intelligence Test,, liaggerty Intelligence Test and the 
National Intelligence Test, The educational tests were: the 
Haggerty Reading Test, Thorndike-McCall Reading Test, Morrison- 
• McCall Spelling Test and Woody-McCall Arithmetic Test. There ^ 
was a compaiiison of -chronological a^e, mental age, educational 
age, and achievement in reading, spelling and arithmetic was tested. 
She added the Myefs Pantomine Intelligence Test. 

The study is basically unscientific, biased and replete with state - 
njexits not proven by the Mexican American children who* were given 
. ' most of the tests in English, Tests in Spanish were dictated by an 
Anglo. Considering this alone, it is understandable that the Anglos 
would show superiority; 

The author^ makes such unbelievably racist comments as:*'' A sur^ 
vey of chronological, mental^ apd edu^cational ages shows certain ^ 
racial characteristics'\ Yet,- the administration of tests .does not 
yerify this statem'ie^it. Sh^ adds: ''What- the American 'child needs 
i^ beyond the grasp 'of the Mexican child". The only value of tAis 
thesis- is as an example of racist attitudes in academia. This 
^ thesis may prove of value considering the biased approac^h^ which 
has been the basis for most of the ' attitudes and approaches of 
social scientists and educators. «

^ Also the study completely disregards any attempts at. a comparative 

analysis of otlief y cultures, their -expenditirres of food monies and 
llie nutritional value of the food they eat. In this regard, the work 
will probably be further questioned in light of the recent- studies ai^d 
researcli concerning the food valu'e of the Chicano diet.
